GETTING  AROUND 
GETTING  TO  DOWNTOWN  BOSTON 
FROM  THE  AIRPORT: 

Logan  Airport  is  located  three  miles  from 
downtown  Boston  and  is  easily  accessible 
by  public  transportation. 


FREE  transit  between  all  Logan  terminals 
and  the  M.B.T.A.  (also  known  as  the  "T"). 
Airport  Station  is  available  via  Massport 
shuttle  bus  #22.  Simply  look  for  a  black  "T" 
on  a  white  circular  sign  at  the  Ground 
Transportation  level.  Buses  run  every  10 
minutes  from  0530  a.m.  thru  0100  a.m. 
and  will  take  you  to  all  points  downtown. 
Upon  reaching  Airport  Station,  you  can 
purchase  your  package  Visitor  Passport 
Transit  fare  for  your  entire  stay  in  the  Boston 
area  and  proceed  to  your  hotel.

BY  TRAIN 

The  "T"  will  run  direct  World  Cup  Soccer 
trains  from  South  Station  as  well  as  buses 
from  outlying  Riverside,  Quincy,  Adams  and 
Forest  Hills  subway  stations  to  and  from 
Foxboro  Stadium  on  game  days. 
Special  Soccer  Passes  are  required  on  the 
soccer  trains  ($15.00)  and  buses  ($12.00). 
Advance  purchase  is  required. 
Bus  pick-up  sites  are  accessible  by  subway 
or  car,  and  some  parking  will  be  available. 
The  passes  are  valid  on  all  subway  lines 
and  buses  on  game  days. 
Soccer  Transit  Passes  can  be  purchased 
at  Ticketmaster  (617)  931-2000,  or  at  the 
South  Station  Bus  and  Train  Terminals  (61 7) 
722-5000  or  (617)  722-3200. 

HOW  TO  GET  TO  FOXBORO  STADIUM 

The  stadium  is  located  on  Route  1  in  the 
town  of  Foxboro,  24  miles  southeast  of 
Boston.  Parking  lots  open  Three  hours 
prior  to  an  event  and  close  following  the 
event.  The  stadium  opens  to  patrons  three 
hours  prior  to  an  event.  All  patrons  must 
leave  the  stadium  at  the  close  of  the 
event.  Please  allow  extra  time  for  travel 
plans.

Route  95  North  to  Exit  6  (Route  495) 
North  to  Exit  14A  (Route  1  North). 
Stadium  is  four  miles  on  the  right.

CURRENCY  EXCHANGE 

There  are  many  currency  exchanges  in 
Boston.  Exchange  services  are  more  limited 
outside  of  Boston  and  it's  best  to  carry  U.S. 
currency,  Travelers  checks  or  cash. 

CREDIT  CARDS 
TRAVELERS  CHECKS 

Massachusetts  businesses  accept  most 
credit  cards  and  U.S.  dollartravelers  checks. 
Some  restaurants  accept  cash  only.  Some 
businesses  may  require  a  photo  identifica- 
tion card,  such  as  a  passport  before  cashing 
travelers  checks. 

STATE  TAXES 

Five  percent  sales  tax  is  added  to  all  items 
except  non-restaurant  food  and  clothing 
value  under  $175.00.  The  room  charge 
portion  of  hotel  bills  are  subject  to  5.7% 
state  tax  and  up  to  4%  local  tax.  5%  tax 
is  added  to  restaurant  and  take  out  meals. 


LAWS  YOU  SHOULD  KNOW  ABOUT 

The  Massachusetts  State  Police  welcome 
you  to  The  Commonwealth  and  World  Cup 
Soccer.  We  hope  you  enjoy  your  stay  in 
our  state  and  the  soccer  matches  you  are 
about  to  attend.  Foryour  safety  and  comfort, 
there  are  a  number  of  law  enforcement 
personnel  assigned  to  these  events.  There 
are  local,  State  and  Federal  police  agencies 
present.  There  will  be  police  officers  both 
uniformed  and  plain  clothes  available  in 
the  crowds,  the  parking  lots  and  inside  the 
stadium.  If  you  are  not  familiar  with  the 
state  laws  and  the  town  of  Foxboro  by- 
laws that  govern  your  conduct  at  these 
events,  the  following  is  provided  for  your 
information. 

FOXBORO  STADIUM 
RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

*ALL  PROHIBITED  ITEMS  ARE 
LISTED  ON  THE  TICKET  STUBS. 

*  All  persons  subject  to  screenings. 

'NO  public  camping,  NO  sleeping  in  cars. 

'Parking  lots  open  3  hours  prior  to  event 
and  close  directly  following. 

OFFENSES  WHICH  MAY  RESULT 
IN  YOUR  ARREST 

'Unlicensed  Vendor/Peddler. 

'Selling  tickets  of  admission. 
'Disorderly  conduct. 
'Tresspassing. 

'Abusive  or  assaultive  behavior. 

'Violating  zero  tolerance  to  drugs. 
(Possession  or  Sale) 

'Public  intoxication  (Drunkenness). 

'Operation  of  a  motor  vehicle  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol. 


IF  YOU  ARE  ARRESTED 
YOU  WILL  BE 

'Taken  to  a  detention  facility  and  processed. 

'If  incapacitated  due  to  alcohol  or  drugs 
you  may  be  held  in  protective  custody  at 
a  police  station  for  up  to  12  hours 
(Ma  Gen.  Laws  Ch.  111B-Sec  8). 
If  you  are  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
you  are  hereby  advised  that  conviction  of 
an  offense  for  which  you  may  have  been 
charged  may  have  the  consequences  of 
deportation,  exclusion  from  admission  to 
the  U.S.A.  or  denial  of  Naturalization, 
Pursuant  to  U.S.  Laws  (Ch.  278-Sec.  29D).

YEARS  OF  AGE  to  purchase  and  consume 
alcoholic  beverages. 

'Violent  acts  and  endangering  the  safety 
of  others  will  not  be  tolerated. 

'Valuables  should  be  kept  in  a  safety  deposit 
box  at  your  hotel. 

'Money  should  not  be  kept  in  back  pockets 
of  clothing  while  site-seeing  or  viewing  the 

games. 

'"Fanny  packs"  attached  to  your  waist  are 
a  good  idea. 


ONCE  IN  THE  STADIUM 

Inside  the  stadium  please  enjoy  the  action 
on  the  field-  -  DO  NOT  create  any  problems 
or  draw  attention  to  youself  or  others. 
If  you  encounter  any  problems  once  the 
game  begins,  please  advise  the  nearest 
police officerorcontactthe  Stadium  Security 
Office. 


*NO  INTERFERENCE  WILL  BE 
ALLOWED  TOWARDS  SPECTATORS, 
PLAYERS  OR  OFFICIALS. 

*NO  ONE  IS  ALLOWED  ON  OR 
NEAR  THE  PLAYING  FIELD  (PITCH) 
AT  ANY  TIME. 

*NO  OPEN  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES 
OR  NARCOTICS  IN  OR  NEAR  THE 
STADIUM.
